Is tlie Alameda Lawyer a

A Question of Certiflnates Which 


Are Destroyed. 


Tho Law is Mada to Tarn and Mend One 


of its Own Most Diligent 


Practitioners. 


The batt* between R. B. Taj,pan and 


Oeorge W. Silver, two Alameda lawyers, 
still continues to rage. The feud is one 
of long standing and it will undoubtedly 
reach a climax in a lew day i. There 
•was a time when these two leg il gentle- 
men were on speaking terms. Tappan 
was a Justice oi the Peace, and Silver 
used to do the greater part of his busi- 
ness in Tappan's courtroom i nd each 
assisted the other. Their rela ions be- 
came strnined, howerer, wh :n bilver 
embezzled SilO from 
a client named 
JoliL Handfortb, for which o Tense he 
was prosecuted 
and convcted in 
Justice Matthew's court. Tappan urged 
tlie prosecution of Silver, aad from 
that time they became bitter enemies. 
Bilver never lost an opportunity to 
abt.se Tappan, and his viie language 
became a matter of common talk. 


' 
.Finally Silver and Tappan n.et as op- 
posing counsel in a case wh eh came 
UP in the Superior Court. The rumor 
had been spread that for mi ny years 
Silver has been practicing law wituont 
ever taving bsen properly admitted in 
the courts oi this State. SnTappau 
thought he would investigate the nat- 
ter, and wrote a letter to the Clerk of 
the Supreme Court, asking i' Silver's 
name was on the roll of attorneys 
.admitted to practice in this State.

that 
Silver's name was not upon the roll, 
and Tappan became convinced that his 
adversary was not a dulv licensed 
practitioner, and he therefor; filed an 
affidavit in Judgo Ellsworth's court 
tisking that Silver be cited to appaar 
and show cause why he should not bn 
punished for contempt of lonrt for 
practicing without a license. A cita- 
tion was issued, and in response to tnia 
Silver appeared in court this morning 
to show cause, and hia prwenc e at once 
eilenced the rumor thas he had de- 
parted to file an

41I will get somebody in San Quenttn 
before Ihavedone with this thing." 
Deputy District Attorney Etnil Nus- 


battmer staled that last Tuesday wheu 
Silver waa in court the latter culled him 
to one side and informed him that some 
one had keen accusing him of not hav- 
ing a license to practice law. He in- 
formed Mr. Nuibaumer that he had 
beer1, admitted to practice 
by- Judge 
Wallace in 1875 and would >ring his 
certificate around tbe next day aud 
show it to him. He did not coir e around 
the next day, however. 
lawyer Silver said he wou d admit

State jf Massachusetts, but cnme to 
California from the city of New York, 
leavin" there in February, 1850.
